Sax F rancisco, October 17th.—The gen­

The Hue of march 
followed by the procession was from Powell 
street to Market, to Kearny, to Washington, 
to Montgomery, to Market, to Sixth, coun­ 
termarching to the headquarters of the Re­ 
publican State Central Committee, thence 
passing south and dismissing through New 
Montgomery street, the head of the column 
reaching the point of disbanding as the rear 
of the procesal n was passing up Market 
street, making an almost impassable throng 
at the junction of New Montgomery aud 
Market streets until long after the dismissal 
of the parade. 
S to c k to n , October 17th.—The demonstra­ 
tion here last evening, for which the Demo­ 
crats have been making such elaborate prep­ 
arations for a week past, was not so largely 
attended as had been anticipated, although 
with the delegations from San Francisco, 
Modesto, laithrop.

The engines were still at work on tho

1 he people require to know who they are 
that represent the Republican party, and 
what degree of force there is in their con­ 
victions. 
The chango demanded by the 
Democrats threatens every material in­ 
terest, and therefore those whose destinies 
are involved with these interests must come 
forward and show their faith by their 
works.

WALL 
hTRLET. 


A dispatch says that Wall street has 
fully recovered from the apprehensions 
caused by the Maine election, and that 
business is brisker there than it has been 
for a long time. 
The results of the Ohio 
and Indiana elections have satisfied busi­ 
ness men that tho country has no idea of 
putting the Democrats in power, and the 
instant this fear is dissipated, everything 
begins to boom. 
Suoh facts as this are the 
most forcible proof of the sinister char­ 
acter of Democratic policies. 
The country 
does not trust that party. 
It dot s not be­ 
lieve in its pretenses of repentance and 
reformation. 
It regards it as the sworn 
ally of e v e ry repudiation, financial swindle, 
political fraud, attack on the public credit 
tilt against the curroncy, demoralizing 
and mischievous movement whatsoever, 
that is made : and it is convinced that 
nothing can be safe so long as such a dis­ 
loyal and dishonest party has a chance of 


suoeeea. 


The Democrats are just n o w endeavoring 
to explain their defeat in Indiana in some 
way which will avoid tfea ominous deduc­ 
tions which are being made from it. 
As 
usf;S.l, however, they fail to agree upon 
the theory to be adopted, and the result is 
tk at they only emphasize the fact of their 
discomfiture. 
On Saturday morning our 
telegraphic colcrans teemed with Demo­ 
cratic denunciations of English. 
I t ap­ 
peared then that there was a strong dispo­ 
sition to make a scapegoat of him, and the 
policy of taking him off the ticket was 
discussed by tom e of the more hot-headed. 
In a short tim e the Democratic National 
Committer issued an address in which it 
was sought to explain the disaster by the 
hypothesis of Republican frauds, and this 
assumption was based on the statem ent 
th at the result in Indiana surprised the 
Republicans as much a3 the Democrats. 
There are at present a score or so cf Dem­ 
ocratic representations afloat. 
Some Dem- 
oeri'.s say th at their defeat was owing to 
the unpopularity of Landers. 
Others lay 
the blame on English. 
Others talk about 
fraud. 
Others allege the tariff issue. 
Seme declare that they expected this 
result all along. 
Some pretend that it 
does not m atter anyhow. 
But the trouble 
with all these explanations is, that not 
■cue of 
them 
explains. 
As 
to 
the 
talk of frauds, it is preposterous. 
The 
Democrats had their sharpest and shrewd­ 
est politicians on the ground. 
They had 
the entire State governmental machinery 
in their hands. 
They had polled the State 
thoroughly. 
They had themselves im­ 
ported repeaters and bullies. 
They had 
plenty of money, and used it without 
scruple. 
If therefore it was possible un­ 
der these circumstances to take the State 
frcm them by fraud, it is perfectly clear 
that they must be the most incompetent 
bunglers who ever uudertook to control 
party politics, and from such a set of inca- 
pables nothing but defeat can be expected 
everywhere. 
To take the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee at their own word is, iu 
fact to set them down as miserable blun­ 
derers, and if this is the best they can eo 
it is useless for thoir party to entertain 
any further hopes. 
If there was fraud in 
Indiana, moreover, the Democrats must 
have proof of it. 
W hy then do they not 
bring th at proof forward ? Do they sup­ 
pose that the country will 
take their 
unsupported assertion 
in a m atter of 
that 
kind ? 
Do 
they 
believe 
that 
anyone 
has 
any 
confidence 
in their 
honesty and integrity ? 
I t is like the 
monstrous imbecility of th at faction of 
ballot-box stuffers aud bulldozers to try to 
explain its defeat by whining th at fraud 
has been employed against it. 
But there 
is no need to go so far atiold for expla­ 
nation of the Indiana election. 
The 
simple tru th is that the people of Indiana 
voted down the Democratic ticket because 
they did not believe in the professions of 
the Democratic party ; becauso they did 
not w ant 
a “ c h a n g e because they 
wished to rebuke the solid South ; because 
they realized that the principles for which 
Lee and Jackson fought were again in 
issue. 
Let them kick and squirm as 
they may, these are the reasons why In ­ 
diana repudiated the Democratic ticket, 
why Ohio gave a larger Republican tna 
jority than ever, and why the whole of the 
N orth and W est will fellow the lead of 
Ohio and Indiana next month. 


The Democracy thought at the begin­ 
ning of 
this campaign th at they had 
smooth sailing for once. 
It thought that 
what it called “ sectionalism " would cut 
no figure in the fight. 
It imagined that 
the spectacle of a solid South would create 
no apprehensions, and th at having stolen 
13S electoral votes in open day it could 
proceed to a cool discussion of ordinary 
issues with the North, and so obtain 
enough Northern votes to elect Hancock. 
I t is so familiar with fraud and violence as 
a party th at it does not know how the e 
methods strike others. 
It cannot under­ 
stand how there should be any objection 
to the solidification of the South by bull­ 
dozing and ballot-box stuffing and fraudu­ 
lent counting. 
These agencies it has been 
accustomed to regard as the legitimate 
and indispensable machinery of politics, 
and in tru th there would 
have been 
very few Democratic successes without them. 
But the country did not accept the Demo­ 
cratic programme with the anticipated good 
humor. 
It allowed itself to be stirred up 
by the speeches of Southern leaders like 
Wade Hampton. 
It believed th at the 
Southern Democrats were not so innocent 
as their Northern allies represented.

And by degrees it awoke to a 
perception of the fact that whereas the 
Democracy had no salutary reform of any 
kind to propose ; whereas it could point 
out no Republican abuses now existing ; 
a id where vs it was notoriously controlled 
by that Southern element which had stub­ 
bornly opposed the will of the nation in 
all essentials, and was now usurping the 
electoral votes of its section by sheer 
fraud 
and 
force; 
it 
would 
be 
mad­ 
ness 
to 
acquiesce 
in 
any change 
bo 
p -oposed and supported. 
Tho business in­ 
terest, the producing interests, the taxpay­ 
ing interests generally, have thercforo de­ 
termined th at there shall be no change. 
The country cannot be persuaded to try 
what would so evidently be a change for 
the wmrse, and there is nothing in the 
Democratic record or present attitude to in­ 
vite confidence. 
And this is why the 
Democrats were beaten in Indiana, and 
why they will be beaten everywhere on 
the second of November. 
They have done 
nothing to deserve confidence. 
They have 
repented of none of their past sins. 
They 
still represent aud are controlled by those 
who sought to destroy the Union, and 
these ex-rebels have abandoned none of 
their hopes and aspirations. 
Tho Repub­ 
lican party has proved itself able to pre­ 
serve tho republic. 
It has led it. despite 
Democratic opposition, to prosperity and 
honor. 
And the people are thoroughly 
content to " le t well enough alone.” 


GENERAL MILLER AND JUDGE WALLACE. 


General 
Miller made a strong point 
against Judge Wallace in his speech at 
Oroville the other night, by citing the pro­ 
ceedings of the Democratic State Conven­ 
tion held in this city in June, 1MÍI, and at 
which, Wallace and Terry and Farley 
bung members, resolutions were adopted 
denouncing the Federal Government, de­ 
claring in favor of Secession, calling for 
the impeachment of Abiahain Lincoln, and 
so forth. 
There is no question as to the 
facts. 
The proceedings of the Convention 
were fully reported in the columns of 
this 
journal, 
and 
none 
but 
those 
who 
were 
present, 
or 
who 
have 
refreshed 
their 
memories 
by 
reading 
them recently, can realize how intense 
was the Copperheadism which p e r v a d e ! 
the assemblage. 
I t was in th at Conven­ 
tion th at Edmund Randolph p ra y e d that 
the bullet might be swiftly epod to the 
heart of L ídcoIh . It w as there that another 
memberdeclared that the i ’r e s id e n t o u g h t to 


be impeached “ ifi Hell and Heaven, as well 
as npon earth.'’ 
Judge S. W. Sanderson 
presented a strong Union set of resolutions 
as a substitute for the secession ones of the 
Committee, and he supporttd them in a 
vigoTO»3 and patriotic speech. 
B ut the 
tem per of the Convention was hopelessly 
treasonable, and Wallace and Terry and 
the rest heartily subscribed to the majority 
resolutions, aud went out, the one to help 
the rebellion by keeping up a fire .in the 
rear ; the other, more manfully, to sup­ 
port his opinions in the field. 
I t is a curi­ 
ous circumstance th at W allace and Terry, 
Copperhead aod Rebel, should now be on 
the Democratic ticket for Electors to rep­ 
resent California, and th at General Miller 
should find himself on the Republican 
ticket in opposition to them. 
In 1803 he 
met Terry on another kind of field, at the 
battle of Stone River. 
Can it be said 
however th a t a great change has occurred 
in the situation? 
Are not Terry aud 
Wallace 
to-day 
engaged 
in 
helping 
W ade Hampton to vindicate the principles 
for which Lee and Jackson fought, and is 
not General Miller once more in his old 
place at the head of Union forces? 
In 
18G1 Wallace declared th at he was “ op- 
“ posed to the employment of force bj the 
“ General Government against the seceded 
“ States,” and that he was " in favor of 
“ the recognition of the independence of 
“ the Confederate States.” 
Has he ever 
changed his views on these points ? To-day 
he appears as the spokesman for the solid 
South ; made solid by the most infamous 
frauds ever perpetrated ; and he desires to 
turn over the Government to men who 
like his colleague Terry failed to destroy 
it by force of arms, but novz hope to con­ 
trol it for their own ends. 
These reminis­ 
cences emphasize the reality of the connec­ 
tion between the issues of tw enty years 
ago and those of the hour. 
The Repub­ 
lican party is now as then engaged iu de­ 
fending the Union against .Southern as­ 
saults, against Copperhead venom and 
treason. 
The methods have changed, but 
not the issues at stake. 
A solid South— 
solid in 1S80 as it was in 1801—demands 
and compels a solid North, and the chal­ 
lenge th at has been flung down by the 
Democracy will be swiftly* taken up.

THE ADDRESS 
OF 
THE 
REPUBLICAN 
COMMITTEE. 


The address issued by the National Re­ 
publican Committee is a sober, practical 
presentation of the situation, showing how 
much reason for confidence exists, but urg­ 
ing upon the party everywhere the need of 
continued activity. 
The Republicans are 
in some respects a peculiar people. 
They 
never really dispair or abandon a contest, 
but they are very apt to apprehend that 
they may be brought to do so. Even when 
they have the best possible reason for feel- 


¡D g confident they go about trembling 
and lluttering with fear, ar-d allow the 
Democrats to scare them, even on the eve 
of victory. 
Tho Democrats are a much 
thicker-skinned folk. 
They have been 
beaten pretty steadily for tw enty years, 
and yet they come up smiling every time, 
and will manufacture more sanguine ex­ 
pectations on a smaller capital than any 
other party th at ever existed. 
Their 
strong suit is brag, and on that they gen­ 
erally manage to make their opponents feci 
very uncomfortable at some stage of the 
canvass. 
W hen it conies to voting the 
Democrats are in the vocative, but still 
they 
shout 
boldly enough 
until 
the 
polls close, and then (if there 
is 
no 
opportunity for stuffing the ballot-boxes or 
falsifying the count), they prepare to 
give up the tight, 
if Republicans would 
so far im itate their adversaries as to refrain 
from giving way to causeless fears, it 
would bo much better for their peace of 
mind. 
Tho situation at present allows no 
room for apprehension, but it is more 
necessary to exhort Republicans than I)em- 
ocrats to continue their exertions to the 
end. 
All that is needed cow is a pull to­ 
gether, anil the country will be safe. 
The 
Democrats have practically given up all 
hopes of electing Hancock, but they will 
continue to talk and bluster uutil the end 
of the canva5g as a m atter of pride and 
discipline. 
Indiana has opened their eyes, 
and has pricked the b'adder they had been 
inflating so carefully, and comiDg events 
cast their shadows before. 
The Republi­ 
can National Committee gives sound ad­ 
vice, and it must be followed faithfully 
from this time until the day of election. 


HANCOCK AND 
THE TARIFF. 


It appears that Hancock has been again 
committing himself to paper, and this time 
upon the tariff. 
The subBtance of bis re­ 
cent interview with the reporter of a New 
Jersey Democratic journal showed that he 
kuew as much about this subject as he 
does about the Constitution, but it seems 
that in his letter he has tried to declare 
himself in favor of protection. The Herald 
indeed says that he plainly endeavors to 
adopt a neutral position, hut that, of 
course, is impossible. 
If, however, he now 
declares himself in favor of Protection, 
another letter will be needed to explain 
the relation in which he stands to the plat­ 
form of his party. 
In his letter of accept­ 
ance he said : “ The principles enunciated 
“ by the Convention are those I have 
“ cherished in the past, aud shall endeavor 
“ to maintain in the future,” 
One of the 
“ principles enumerated by the Conven- 
“ tion ” is “ a tariff for revenue only.” 
Now either General Hancock meant that 
he accepted this principle by what he said 
in his letter of acceptance, or ho deceived his 
p.irty. 
If he is now in favor of Protection 
he is at isoue with those who support him, 
and with the platform upon which he is 
supposed to be stauding. 
But all this in­ 
consistency and confusion have character­ 
ized every step in the Democratic canvass. 
The party has repudiated its own platform, 
and now the candidate repudiates the 
party. 
Nobody kuows where Hancock 
stands upon any issue, and the only con­ 
solation is that after the second of Novem­ 
ber nobody will care where he stands.

Tlic Trouble in Colorado. 
W a s h in g to n , October 17th.—The Interior 
Department haa received a telegram from 
Governor Pitkin saying: It is true that great 
excitement prevails in Colorado, on accouut 
of the Berry matter. 
Only four white men 
saw the killing of the Indian, and one Indian 
saw it. The white men say the Indian fired 
first at the white man, who ran behind a 
wagon to avoid him, and that young Jackson 
shot the Indian in self-defense. 
The Indian, 
with his companions, then left, and the 
freighters first knew that he was wounded the 
nextday when Berry arrested them. Berry had 
150 soldiers and 120 armed Indians with him. 
He disarmed Jackson, who implored the pro­ 
tection of about 200 soldiers encamped near 
there until he was lodged safely in jail in 
Gunnison. 
The Agent refused, and gave 
him only 15 soldiers to defend him against 
the fnry of over 100 armed Indians, saying, 
it is claimed, that the troops were there to 
protect Indians, not whites. Jackson was 
turned over to Cline, Hoyt and Holmes, t) 
be taken GO miles to Gunnison City, through 
the reservation. Cline, Hoyt and Holnit s 
state that they were ambushed after going 
three miles, and that Jackson was taken by 
the Indians, Cline declared that unless Jack­ 
son bad gone off 
in 
their escort the 
Indians would have massae.eed the whole 
fifteen soldiers and all around them, includ­ 
ing Cline’s wife aud children. The Governor 
says: This is a horrible statement—that a 
man for defending himself against Indians 
should be denied tlie protection of liia Gov­ 
ernment and turned over to be tortured and 
killed by savages. 
The people of the State 
desire peace, but believe this tribe, especially 
since Ouray’s death, neither respect nor fear 
the Gentral Government, and as long as they 
remain in the State menace the safety of the 
whites. 
They have seen numbers of whites 
murdered who were unavenged. 
He men­ 
tions Meeker. 
Jackson, acting in self-de­ 
fense, was wilfully arrested and disarmed by 
a Government agent, aud demanding protec­ 
tion, was taken away by the,tiibe and doubt­ 
less murdered. Our people don't believe that 
the life of an Iudian is more valuable than 
the life of a white man. 


THE AGENT'S STORY. 


W a s h in g to n , October 17th.—Agent Bei- 
ry’s report to the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs of the Jackson murder is received at 
the W ar Department and agrees with Berry’s 
telegram to Secretary Schurz. 
Schurz be­ 
lieves that Berry acted in good faith in mak­ 
ing the arrangements that resulted so disas­ 
trously for Jackson, but which averted a 
massacre at the Agency. 
Berry insists that 
Jackson’s shooting of the Indian is proven by 
eye witnesses to have been a wholly unpro­ 
voked and uncalled for murder, as Jackson 
himself admitted. 
Tlie D istillery Explosion -Further Fuels. 
C h ic a g o , October 17th.—The cause of the 
explosion of the cooker in Powell’s distillery 
yesterday is given as follows : The engine 
was being used as an experiment, trying to 
hasten the process of distillation. 
The corn 
was heated in unbroken kernels, which, hav­ 
ing filled up, the steam pressure was brought 
to bear on it to force the corn out. This ar­ 
rangement had worked well several times be­ 
fore, but was disastrous yesterday. There 
were several miraculous and hair-breabth 
escapes. The boiler was blown to a hundred 
pieces, and the jagged pieces throwu through 
the air hundreds of feet, one piece going three 
blocks. Ten bodies were recovered last night 
and four to-day. 
Among the latter was to at 
of a little daughter of Mrs. llorak, who was 
buried in the ruins. The injured are suffer­ 
ing terribly from Bcalds aud bruises, but will 
probably all recover. 
C o n flag ratio n at C h a rle sto n . 
C h a r le st o n (S. C.). October 17th—A fire 
broke out in the cotton-shed of the Commer 
cial Cotton Press and Wharf Company this 
afternoon. A strong northwest wiud swept 
the flames rapidly down the wharf, consum­ 
ing two large cotton-sheds and the Breck 
warehouse, partially stored with cotton. The 
fire soon spread to the cotton on the wharves, 
and thence to three British iron steamships— 
Barrowdale, Travancore and Bedford—which 
were lying at the pier partially loaded with 
cotton. The Barrowdale was badly damaged, 
and is still burning, having ou board about 
3.000 bales of cotton. 
The Travancore and 
Bedford are only slightly damaged. 
A der­ 
rick on the Bedford was burned, and in fall­ 
ing struck the third mate on the head, killing 
him almost instantly. 
It is estimated that 
2.000 bales of cotton, valued at 8140,000, were 
burned ; insured. The damage to the build­ 
ings, sheds and wharves of the Commercial 
Wharf Company is estimated at 850 000; 
fully insured. 
The total Io e s is about 8200,­ 
000.

In addition to the cash expenditures of the 
Association, the citizens of Sacramento have 
donated during the year provisions, clothing 
and other articles of the estimated value of 
$377 57, w hich has been distributed by the 
Steward, but are not included in the above 
statement. On October 1, 1879, the indebted­ 
ness was $199 80; audited during the past 
year, $5.078 28 ; disbursed during the year, 
$5,300 22 ; 
indebtedness October 1, 1880, 
$378 06 
During the twenty-three years that the As­ 
sociation has been in existence it has ex­ 
tended relief to 57.024 persons ; number of 
dispensati >ns, 123 353. 
The receipts during 
that time have amounted to $194,007 93. The 
Association is now assisting 42 adults aud 
children 
The Directors onclude their report by 
making the following appeal for aid to carry 
on the work of the Association: 
The year which has past has giv- n this Associa­ 
tion all the asi-isiance which it can hope to receive 
from the State, and circumstances prevented the 
usual winter festival for the Howard benelli. Tims 
our iuoome w. mid have fallen iar short of doing the 
necessary work of the Society, but from the receipt 
of help from an unusual source. The will of the 
late Bernard O’Neill, by dividing his estate among 
several benevolent institutions, gave to the Howards 
the sum of $1.3*3 94. and this, with special dona­ 
tions from individuals, in addition to our regular 
income, Las enabled us to keep the permanent fund 
entire up to the present time. By rigid economy in 
distribution, and by con Suing the relief afforded 
exclusively to the sick, and to families, we have re­ 
duced the expanses more than one-third from the 
average < f the last few years. But we cannot hope 
to continue the needful dispens tions without out­ 
side help iu some form, unless the State by a 
general law* 
provides for its 
poor, 
a* ’ is 
the 
custom 
in 
older communities. 
With 
the present number 
of monthly subscribers, 
aud the interest 
upon 
the 
fund, now our 
only 
regular 
income, we cannot 
meet the 
wants of the sick and poor of the city, fcven with 
all the reduction in the expenses made the past 
year, these sources only supplied one-half of our 
disbuisements, and a stormv, severe winter would 
call for a large increase to prevent positive suffering. 
The list of monthly subscribers reprc-ents but a 
small portion « f the property of the city. Many 
who would have to pav large taxes wc; e the po-r 
supported by law, contribute nothing, and this is 
unsatisfactory to those who have for years given 
their monthly subscriptions. A strong effort was 
made last winter to asc rtain the wishes of the pub­ 
lic as between taxation and relief of the poor 
through the Howards. Near 1.0 0 circulars were 
sent through the mail to citizens, and also postal 
cards, uj*-u which they were requested to give their 
views apon this subject. But little was gained 
thereby, about one in ten only replying, and those 
were discordan’ and inconclusive, hav in a few in­ 
stances where the subscriptions were increased.

Her subject was “ Temperance.” 
Her method of treatment presented some 
new Ideas. The lady recognized the fact that 
so long as the public sentiment calls for the 
manufacture of alcoholic liquors for use as a 
beverage, it will be next to useless to attempt 
to regulate or prohibit the manufacture. 
Nevertheless, she believed in continuing the 
effort to regulate the traffic, and did not con­ 
ceal her sentiment as a prohibitionist. But 
the great effort, she held, should be made in 
the elirection of educating the public mind to 
the physical dangers of the n*e of strong 
drink as a beverage, at the same time losing 
no opportunity to impress the public mind 
with the moral dangers and the social disas­ 
ters resulting from drinking habits. 
When­ 
ever, she held, the public is educated up to a 
full realization of the physical evils of dram- 
drinking-, and fully realizes how, in any form 
and to any extent, it is destructive of all that 
is enjoyable in life, and leads to the degen­ 
eracy of the race, then the regulation of the 
traffic will follow as a natural response to the 
proper popular sentiment. 
In other words, 
while evidently an enthusiast, the lady be- 
lives in a politic course, which to her, as a 
physician, seems to be education as to the 
uses and abuses of the body. The lady is an 
earnest, thoughtful and interesting speaker, 
aud kept the attention of her audience well.
